Massacluiselts is considering' llic cnaclmenl of what is com- 


monly, known as a "blue sky" law, designed to protect invest- 
ors against the wiles of sharpers who sell worthless stocks and 
securities to unsuspecting people having small or larger sums 
of money, and who invest in the hope of receiving better divi- 
dends than the savings banks pay. Some of the investors 
have a taste for speculation and bu^ in the expectation that 
their holdings will soon increase largely in value, as they>are 
invariably :led to believe by the smooth agents who. palm (he 
worthless securties off upon them. As a rulCj those who take 
stock in these ventures'Iqse all or practically all that they put 
in and have nothing lo show for their invcslments^but bitter 
experience. 
One of these, schemes has been extensively 


forked in Massachusetts of late and this has had something 
to do with stirring up agitalion in favor of a protective law- 


There is such a law in this state, and one.,uf;the speak.or,i_ 


a public hearing in Boston a few days ago was Insurance' 
Commissioner John J. Donahue, whose duty it is to license all 
concerns which accept the people's money for investment. He 
explained, the working of (he law and said i'l places no restric- 
iion on fair and legitimate enterprises, but that it does afford 
much of protection against swindling concerns, and he told the 
investigating commission, which is composed of memberslof 
the Legislature, that Massachusetts ought to have a similar
